Mannsville 
Post Office 
will not dose 

Rural post offices will see reduced hours, 
Mannsville postmaster retires 
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Jesse Mings Jr. recently retired after nine years as postmaster.

After residents feared its doors 
might close for good, Mannsville 
Post Office will remain open. Its 
hours of operation will be cut 
instead in a continual effort to 
reduce costs. 

An official says the U.S. Postal 
Service not being able to make a 
retiree health benefit payment 
won’t impact the operation of 
post offices at all. 

The U.S. Postal Service recent¬ 
ly announced a new strategy to 
keep the nation’s smallest post 
offices open for business, while 
at the same time providing a 
way to help the USPS save money 
in an attempt to return it to 
financial stability. 

According to a USPS news 
release, the plan will keep the 
majority of existing post offices 
in place with modified hours. 
Access to the retail lobby and to 
P.0. boxes will remain unchanged 
and the town’s zip codes will be 
kept. Other locations, including 
several in Kentucky, will be con¬ 
solidated. 

'‘Meeting the needs of postal 
customers is, and will always be, 
a top priority. We continue to 
balance that by better aligning 
service options with customer 
demand and reducing the cost to 
serve,” Postmaster General and 


CEO Patrick R. Donahoe stated 
in the release. 

“With that said, we’ve listened 
to our customers in rural Amer¬ 
ica and we’ve heard them loud 
and clear — they want to keep 
their post office open. We believe 
[this] announcement will serve 
our customers’ needs and allow 
us to achieve real savings to help 
the postal service return to long¬ 
term financial stability.” 

The release states that the plan 
will be implemented over a two- 
year, multi-phased approach and 
won’t be completed until Sep¬ 
tember 2014. Once complete, the 
postal service estimates it will 
save a half a billon dollars each 
year. 

“The post offices in rural 
America will remain open unless 
a community has a strong pref¬ 
erence for one of the other 
options. We will not close any of 
these rural post offices without 
having provided a viable solu¬ 
tion,” Megan Brennan, Postal 
Service chief operating officer, 
stated. 

The Village Post Office was 
one option. They would be oper¬ 
ated by local businesses and 
would offer post office boxes, 
postal products and services 
such as stamps and flat-rate 
packaging. There are such Vil¬

Chick-fil-A draws supporters, no protesters

Some came from across town and 
others drove 50 miles or more to the 
Chick-fil-A restaurant on the Camp¬ 
bellsville University campus last 
Wednesday, but most said they came 
to make a statement. 

Following recent comments on 
marriage and traditional family val¬ 
ues by Dan Cathy, son of Chick-fil-A 
founder S. Truett Cathy, an uproar 
has occurred, with people taking 
strong stances on both sides of the 
issue. 


Dan Cathy, now Chick-fil-A’s chief 
operating officer, commented on the 
company’s Christian-based values 
and took a stance in opposition to gay 
marriage. 

In a July interview with the Baptist 
Press, Cathy said, “We are very 
much supportive of the family - the 
biblical definition of the family unit. 
We are a family-owned business, a 
family-led business, and we are mar¬ 
ried to our first wives. We give God 
thanks for that ... we know that it 
might not be popular with everyone, 
but thank the Lord, we live in a 
country where we can share our val¬ 
ues and operate on biblical princi¬ 
ples.” 

That statement drew a lot of critics 
as well as supporters. From those 
supporters a national Chick-fil-A 


Appreciation Day arose and many at 
the Campbellsville location on 
Wednesday said they were there to 
support the company’s views. 

Neal and Jennell Poindexter live in 
Burkesville and they drove more 
than 50 miles to visit Chick-fil-A and 
support the company’s beliefs. 

“This is about as much of a protest 
as we make, but we just thought we’d 
support the cause,” Mr. Poindexter 
said. “We came up to support Chick- 
fil-A and say if they want to have 
those beliefs, go right ahead. If you 
want to be gay, fine. If you want to 
eat Chick-fil-A, fine. If [the owner] 
wants to close on Sunday, fine.” 

“I think [the owner] has a right to 
have his view, and I really dislike 
CHICK-FIL-A/Back

USDA awards money, 
Citizen Bank 
services loan

A large employer in Tay¬ 
lor County has received a 
$7 million loan that will 
help prevent layoffs and 
could bring job opportuni¬ 
ties. 

United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture offi¬ 
cials were in town recently 
to award Cox Interior a $7 
million loan to be serviced 
through Citizens Bank and 
Trust Co. 

“It is important that rural 
development get involved 
with Cox Interior and other 
enterprises of this nature 
to create and save jobs and 
strengthen the local econo¬ 
my,’’ USDA Rural Devel¬ 
opment State Director Tom 
Fern stated in a news 
release. 

“This project was a col¬ 
laborative effort between 
USDA, a local lender and a 
private industry and is a 
prime example of the fed¬ 
eral funding this adminis¬ 
tration is using in a very 
effective manner.” 

The funding, part of the 
Business and Industry 
Guaranteed Loan Pro¬ 
gram, will be used to 
finance efficiency improve¬ 
ments to increase profit, 
preserve jobs and create 
additional job opportuni¬ 
ties, the release states. 

The program’s purpose is 
to improve, develop or 
finance businesses and 
improve the economic and 
environmental climate in 


rural communities. The 
release states that this is 
achieved by improving a 
business’s credit through 
the guarantee of loans that 
will provide lasting com¬ 
munity benefits. 

Lillian Lawhorn Smith, 
comptroller at Cox Interi¬ 
or, says the company 
applied for the loan when 
it wanted to once again 
bank locally. Cox Interior 
had banked with Wells 
Fargo, she said. 

“The USDA loan fit our 
situation better,” she said. 

Smith said the USDA loan 
is a federal loan. Each 
state, she said, is ear¬ 
marked so much federal 
loan money to grant to var¬ 
ious businesses. The Cox 
Interior loan was borrowed 
at a 5.25 percent interest 
rate. 

“It’s something we can 
manage, anyway,” Smith 
said. 

She said the money has 
been used to pay off out¬ 
standing debt with other 
banks, which she believes 
is a good financial move. 


Smith said Cox Interior 
currently employs 374 
people. At its peak in 2006, 
she said, the company 
employed more than 900. 
Over the years, the com¬ 
pany has had two or three 
massive layoffs. 

And Smith said if the 
company hadn’t received 
the USDA loan, its current 
jobs were uncertain. 

“If we hadn’t had got this 
loan, we would have 
[another layoff],” she said. 
“And hopefully after the 
housing industry continues 
to increase a little bit ... 
that would put more of our 
people back to work that 
we’ve got laid off.” 

Smith said today’s hous¬ 
ing market is tough and it’s 
hard for those looking to 
find new jobs. She said 
Cox Interior staff mem¬ 
bers are very pleased to 
have gotten the loan so its 
employees don’t have to 
face the unstable job mar¬ 
ket. 

Cox Interior makes and 
distributes interior build¬ 
ing products such as doors, 


windows, stairs, fireplaces, 
bookcases and more. Smith 
said business at Cox Inte¬ 
rior has remained steady 
over the past few months. 
She said it began to level 
out about a year ago but 
has been steady since 
March. 

“We are appreciative of 
everything the community 
does,” she said. “We appre¬ 
ciative of our local officials 
for their help.” 

Mark Johnson, president 
and CEO at Citizens Bank, 
stated in the release, “Cox 
Interior Inc. plays a vital 
role in our local economy. 
Their employees are hard¬ 
working members of our 
community that we see 
every day at school func¬ 
tions, athletic competitions 
and in church on Sunday. 

“We appreciate the 
importance of their suc¬ 
cess and growth.

Indiana man accused of robbii^ Walmart 

Campbellsville Police officers arrested 
an Indiana man last Tuesday and charged 
him with robbing Walmart. 

According to a news release, officers 
responded to a call from Walmart at 7:27 
p.m. reporting a theft by a shoplifter. 

Upon arrival, according to the report, 
officers learned that the perpetrator alleg¬ 


edly used physical force to escape the 
store with the merchandise. 

Witnesses at the scene provided a 
description of the man and his vehicle. 

Officers searched the shopping center 
and found the suspect’s vehicle parked 
and unoccupied at Hibbett Sporting 
Goods. 

Extended searches on foot lead officers 
to Kroger in Green River Plaza, where the 
suspect was located and arrested. 

Jarrell Votzie, 35, of 4202 Bluff Road in 
Indianapolis was arrested and charged 
with second-degree robbery. 

According to Votzie’s arrest citation, he 
told officers that he had changed his 
clothing inside a restroom at Kroger. 

A search revealed he had a syringe with 
a clear liquid inside, which tested positive 
for methamphetamine. 

Votzie allegedly told officers that he had 
meth on him, court records state, along 
with some marijuana in his wallet. 

He told officers that he stole a Dyson 
vacuum cleaner at Walmart, valued at 
$399, and pushed two security officers as 
he left the store. 

Further investigation revealed that Votz¬ 
ie was wanted in Indiana and Kentucky on 
several charges. 

In addition to the robbery charge, Votzie 
was also charged with possession of mari¬ 
juana, possession of drug supplies and 
possession of methamphetamine. 

Votzie was lodged at the Taylor County 
Detention Center. 

He pleaded not guilty to the charges in 
Taylor District Court last Wednesday. 
Bond was set at $50,000 cash and he was 
ordered to not consume any drugs or alco¬ 
hol or have contact with Walmart' 

He was appointed a public defender and 
is scheduled to appear in court again on 
Wednesday for a preliminary hearing.

‘Green up’ your home 


Between running air condi¬ 
tioners, watering plants and 
keeping the kids cool on a hot 
summer day, many of us are 
seeing our energy and water 
usage rise with the tempera¬ 
tures. By making some small 
adjustments to your home, you 
can conserve more energy and 
water. Not only is this good for 
the environment, but it’s good 
for your finances. 

Here are some tips for con¬ 
serving energy and water at 
home during the warmer 
months: 

• Install white shades, blinds 
or drapes as these will help 
reflect heat from your home. 
Close them on south- and west¬ 
facing walls during the day to 
keep your home cooler. 

• Increase your thermostat 
setting by 4 degrees Fahrenheit 
and run a ceiling fan. This pro¬ 
vides the same level of comfort 
while conserving energy. Keep 
televisions and lamps away from 
the thermostat as their heating 
may cause the thermostat to 
misread the actual room tem¬ 
perature and run longer. 

• Run washers, dryers and 
dishwashers only when you have 
full loads. You can cut down on 
dryer usage during warmer 
months by drying clothes on a 
clothesline or drying rack. 

• Unplug appliances and small 
electronics when not in use as

75 percent of the electricity 
used to power home electronics 
is consumed while they are 
turned off. 

• Lower the temperature on 
your water heater. Reducing the 
temperature by 10 degrees can 
provide savings of 3 to 5 percent 
in energy costs. If you’re going 
to be gone for more than three 
days, you may be able to turn 
your water heater off and save 
additional energy and money. 
Check your manufacturer’s 
instructions before doing so. 

• Water your plants from a 
rain barrel or from leftover 
water when you change your 
pet’s water. 

• Put water in a small pool for 
your kids rather than run a 
sprinkler or hose.

Looking at options for com 


Corn is a necessity for a lot of 
things in our everyday lives, and 
this year’s weather is going to 
tremendously affect the prices of 
what we buy in the future. 

Due to the drought that has 
been widespread all across the 
state, many fields of corn do not 
have an ear of corn on them 
because they had already polli¬ 
nated before the silks for kernel 
production had ever emerged. 
While this looks bad, especially 
for grain farmers, all is not a 
total loss, and there is something 
that can be done with that corn

crop. 

Corn that isn’t going to produce 
a yield can be cut for silage and 
fed to cattle. Silage is a feed that 
most dairy farms use to feed to 
their cows because it has a good 
nutrient content and helps cows 
produce the maximum amount of 
milk they can. 

Silage is better when it has the 
ear because the ear is a big por¬ 
tion of the nutritional value in 
silage. Without the ear, the starch 
in silage is extremely low and 
farmers are going to have to buy 
corn to add to their silage. Corn 
in this area generally produces 
around 20 tons of silage per acre, 
but projections for this year are 
around 10 tons to the acre. 

Corn silage should be harvested 
at the appropriate time, regardless 
of whether it has an ear or not. 
Harvesting silage that is too wet 
or too dry will not allow it to fer¬ 
ment properly and that will affect 
the feed quality the farmer has. 

When harvesting silage one 
wants to make sure that the corn 
is in the 60 to 65 percent mois¬ 
ture range and this is when you 
are planning to store in a silo. 
The moisture content can be as 
high as 70 percent when storing 
in a silage bag and still have 
proper fermentation. To measure 
the moisture, corn has to be 
chopped and put into a Koster 
machine or microwave to cook 
the sample to determine the 
amount of moisture in it. 

One of the biggest concerns 
with the drought this year is the 
nitrate levels in the stalks of the 


corn. 


If nitrates are above 5,000 then 
the silage should not be fed to 
bred cow, and if levels are above 
10,000 they should not be fed to 
any cattle, unless silage is a very 
small amount of the cattle’s diet. 

Dairy cattle’s stomach system 
can handle a higher level of 
nitrates than beef cattle breeds, 
meaning that you have to be 
more careful with beef cattle or 
they could possibly die from 
silage a dairy cow can eat. 

Silage chopped to be fed to beef 
cattle should have a nitrate level 
less than 5,000. We test corn for 
nitrate levels before the fermen¬ 
tation process to determine how 
high they are. 

Once silage ferments, which 
takes three to six weeks, you 
should get it tested again before 
feeding because nitrates level 
should drop anywhere from 30 to 
50 percent during the process, 
which could affect your feeding 
rations if nitrates are still high 
after fermentation. 

There are a couple other ways 
that corn can be harvested for 
feed and that is baleage and hay. 
When choosing either one of 
these methods, the corn does not 
need to have as much moisture 
as it does for silage. 

When cutting it like hay and 
wrapping it with plastic so it will 
still go through the fermentation 
process, the corn needs to be 
between 45 to 60 percent mois¬ 
ture. When cutting the corn with 
a bush hog or disk-mower, be 
sure the blades are sharp so that 
it cuts the corn and not rip it. 
This will help the fermentation 
process. 

Having a baler that net ties the 
bales is recommended because it 
will help prevent stalks sticking 
out of the bales ripping the plas¬ 
tic wrap. It is also recommended 


to put seven wraps of plastic 
around corn instead of the more 
traditional five wraps when doing 
a bale of hay. This method is 
hard on equipment and doesn’t 
seem to be as good as silage. 

Cutting corn for hay and not 
storing it moist to ferment is 
another way you can feed it. The 
moisture content needs to be 
around 15 percent and if it is too 
high, the stalks will get hot and 
can spontaneously combust if the 
weather stays hot. 

Since it does not go through 
fermentation in this method, the 
amount of nitrates that are in the 
corn is going to be there when 
you feed it. The nutritional value 
of corn stalks also varies and 
may need to have supplements 
added to the feed. 

Grain farmers who are afraid 
that their corn isn’t going to cover 
input costs may consider selling 
their corn for silage to cattle 
farmers. This is a way that they 
can get back some money and not 
have a total loss this year. 

There is a handout that we have 
at the extension office to help 
farmers determine how to price 
their corn for silage. There is a 
formula that will help you figure 
how much nutrient removal from 
the ground is worth in accor¬ 
dance to current corn prices. 
This is important because you do 
not want to under price your 
corn to where it costs you more 
for someone to cut it for silage. 

Corn generally isn’t ready to 
chop for silage this time of year, 
but because of the early spring 
and the dry summer, corn is dry¬ 
ing out quickly. 

Corn is already being chopped 
for silage so if anyone would like 
to bring corn in for moisture test¬ 
ing or for nitrate testing, we can 
do both here at the office for you.

Bethel is 
the team to beat in the West Division 
after picking up 32 voting points, includ¬ 
ing four of the seven first-place votes. 

Coaches were not allowed to vote for 
their own team in the poll. 

Georgetown enters the 2012 season fol¬ 
lowing a MSC East Division champion¬ 
ship in the 2011 and a trip to the NAIA 
Football Championship Series national 
semifinals a year ago. The Tigers fin¬ 
ished last season with a 12-1 record, 
including a 5-0 record in the MSC East 
Division. 

Georgetown owns four East Division 
crowns and 17 overall regular season 
titles in its history. 

University of the Cumberlands is pro¬ 
jected to finish second in the East after 
picking up 17 voting points, including the 
final first-place vote. Cumberlands 
returns to the East Division after a two- 
year stint in the MSC West Division. 

Prior to the move, Cumberlands had 
claimed at least a share of three straight 
East Division titles (2007-09). 

University of Virginia's College at Wise 
is projected to finish third with 14 voting 
points followed by Union College, who 
also completed in the West last season, in 
fourth with 13 voting points. 

University of Pikeville (11 voting points) 
and Kentucky Christian University (10) 
completes the East Division preseason 
poll. 

In the West, Bethel is coming off the 
program’s third MSC divisional title in 
2011. The Wildcats also captured the 
West Division in 2005 and 2007. 

Bethel finished 2011 with an 8-3 overall 
record, including a 5-1 divisional record, 
and a trip to the NAIA Football Champi¬ 
onship Series. 

Cumberland University is projected to 
finish second in the West after receiving 
31 voting points, including two first-place 
votes. 

Campbellsville University (23) and 
Lindsey Wilson College (20) is third and 
fourth respectively in their first year in 
the West after finishing tied for second 
last season in the East. 

Belhaven University is fifth in the pre¬ 
season poll with 18 voting points and 
Faulkner University is sixth after receiv¬ 
ing 17 voting points, including the final 
first-place vote. Bluefield College, play¬ 
ing in its first season since 1941, is sev¬ 
enth with six voting points.

Independent Auditors Report 

We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activities, the business-type 
activities, the aggregate discretely presented component units, each major fund, and the aggregate remaining 
fund information of Taylor County, Kentucky, as of and for the year ended June 30,2011, which collectively 
comprise the County's basic financial statements, as listed in the table of contents. These financial statements 
are the responsibility of the Taylor County Fiscal Court Our responsibility is to express opinions on these 
financial statements based on our audit. We did not audit the combined financial statements of the Taylor 
County Hospital District and Taylor County Hospital District Health Facility Corporation, a discretely 
presented component unit, which represents 99 percent of the assets and revenues of the aggregate discretely, 
presented component opinion units. Wc also did not audit the financial statements of the Taylor County 
Airport Board, a discretely presented component unit, which represents 1 percent of the assets and revenues of 
the aggregate discretely presented component opinion units. Those financial statements were audited by other 
auditors whose reports thereon have ban furnished to us, and our opinion, insofar as it relates to the amounts 
included for the Taylor County Hospital District and Taylor County Hospital District Health Facility 
Corporation, and Taylor County Airport Board, is based on the reports of the other auditors. 

Wc conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of 
America, the standards applicable to financial audits contained in Go vernment Auditing Standards issued by 
the Comptroller General of the United States, and the Audit Guide for Fiscal Court Audits issued by the 
Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those standards require that we plan and perform 
the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free of material 
misstatement An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures 
in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant 
estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe 
that our audit and the reports of the other auditors provide a reasonable basis for our opinions. 

As described in Note l, Taylor County, Kentucky, prepares its financial statements on a prescribed basis of 
accounting that demonstrates compliance with the modified cash basis, which is a comprehensive basis of 
accounting other than accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 

The financial statements of Taylor County Hospital District and Taylor County Hospital District Health 
Facility Corporation, and the Taylor County Airport Board, discretely presented component units of the Taylor 
County Fiscal Court, are presented in accordance with the accrual basis of accounting and therefore include 
certain accruals required by accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America that are 
not presented in accordance with the modified cash basis. The amounts by which these accruals affect the 
financial statements are not reasonably determinable.

In our opinion, based on our audit and the reports of other auditors, except for the effects of such adjustments, 
if any, as might have been determined to be necessary had the Taylor County Hospital District and Taylor 
County Hospital District Health Facility Corporation’s combined financial statements and the Taylor County 
Airport Board’s financial statements been presented on a modified cash basis of accounting, the financial 
statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the financial position of the aggregate 
discretely presented component units of Taylor County, Kentucky, as of June 30,2011, and the changes in 
financial position thereof for the year then ended in conformity with the basis of accounting described in Note 
1. 

The county has implemented Governmental Accounting Standards Board Statement 54 as it relates to the 
modified cash basis of accounting s described in Note 1, which has altered the format and content of the basic 
financial statements. 

In addition, in our opinion, based on our audit and the report of other auditors, the financial statements referred 
to above present fairly, in all material respects, the respective financial position of the governmental activities, 
business-type activities, each major fund, and the aggregate remaining fund information of Taylor County, 
Kentucky, as of June 30,2011, and the respective changes in financial position and cash flows, where 
applicable, thereof for the year then ended in conformity with the modified cash basis of accounting. 

The County has not presented the management’s discussion and analysis that the Governmental Accounting 
Standards Board (GASB) has determined is necessary to supplement, although not required to be part of, the 
basic financial statements. The budgetary comparison information is not a required part of the basic financial 
statements, but is supplementary information required by GASB. We have applied certain limited procedures, 
which consisted principally of inquiries of management regarding the methods of measurement and 
presentation of the budgetary comparison information. However, we did not audit it and express no opinion on 
it 

Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming an opinion on the financial statements that collectively 
comprise Taylor County, Kentucky’s basic financial statements. The accompanying supplemental 
information, combining fund financial statements and component unit fund financial statements are presented 
for purposes of additional analysis and is not a required part of the basic financial statements. The combining 
fund financial statements and component unit fund financial statements have been subjected to the auditing 
procedures applied in the audit of the basic financial statements and, in our opinion, are fairly stated in all 
material respects in relation to the basic financial statements taken as a whole. 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we have also issued our report dated February 6,2012 on 
our consideration of Taylor County, Kentucky's internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its 
compliance with certain provisions of laws, regulations, contracts, and grant agreements and other matters. 
The purpose of that report is to describe the scope of our testing of internal control over financial reporting and 
compliance and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on the internal control over financial 
reporting or on compliance. That report is an integral part of an audit performed in accordance with 
Government Auditing Standards and should be considered in assessing the results of our audit.

because they don’t agree with their 
views. That’s not right,” Mrs. Poin¬ 
dexter said. 

The Poindexters waited in line for 
about 30 minutes, but said they did 
not mind and even noticed that peo¬ 
ple in line with them were friendly 
and calm as they waited. 

“The gentleman who owns the busi¬ 
ness, he should be able to run the 
business how he feels is best. We’re 
just peacefully making a point,” Mr. 
Poindexter said. 

Jim and Marilyn Winfrey live in 
Kansas but were in town last week to 
visit with family members who live 
in Campbellsville. 

“We were very adamant, and we’ve 
told our friends to come to Chick-fil- 
A today because we believe in Chris¬ 
tian values and we’re tired of being 
bullied,” Mrs. Winfrey said. 

“Everyone is tolerant of everyone 
else, but not of Christians. We are 
tolerant of the gays, and we love 
them, but their belief is wrong and 
God’s not going to change his belief 
because of what they do.” 

Sharon Hedrick lives in Campbells¬ 
ville and she said she and her hus¬ 
band support CU and they also sup¬ 
port Chick-fil-A. 

“We support the university, but 
today we’re taking a stand for our 
Lord. I think if we don’t stand up for 
our Lord, and for our beliefs as 
Christians, then this nation is 
doomed.” 

Darry Bragg lives in Green County 
and he had not heard about the 
Chick-fil-A appreciation day until 
the last minute. He said he made the 
drive of nearly 40 miles to make a 
point. 

“It’s time for Christian people to 
step up and start speaking up,” he 
said. “We’ve sat down for too long 
and it’s time to show how big God is. 
I think when you speak up for God, 
he will bless you.” 

Bragg said he, too, noticed the good 
moods of those in line. 

“This is the first time I’ve ever 
stood in a line and everybody was in 
a cheerful mood. It’s been a bless¬ 
ing,” Bragg said. 

State Rep. John “Bam” Carney, 
R-Campbellsville, was also among 
those in line and said he wants to 
support family values. 

“I feel like I’m supporting family 
values. I’m not against any group, 
but I think everybody knows what’s 
going on with the comments made 
by the owner of Chick-fil-A and I just 
feel like they have been unfairly tar¬ 
geted and I wanted to come out and 
support them today. I think every¬ 


body should be respected and I cer¬ 
tainly think we need to respect fam¬ 
ily values,” Carney said. 

Sherri Noland, manager of the 
Campbellsville Chick-fil-A, said in 
most ways, Wednesday was a normal 
day for her business. As for the turn¬ 
out of customers, she said that was 
anything but normal. 

“We were expecting a crowd today, 
but maybe not as big as what we 
had.” 

On a normal business day, Noland 
said, the location serves between 150 
and 200 customers. This day, she 
said, was definitely different. 

“It would be hard to compare, but it 
was probably more than triple the 
customers we normally have, but 
we’re glad to have them. Everybody 
was very patient and very kind.” 

Friday was another day labeled in 
response to Chick-fil-A, but this time 
the attention came from those 
against the company’s anti-gay posi¬ 
tion. 

National media widely reported 
that Friday was to be observed as 
“Same Sex Kiss Day” to protest the 
restaurant chain. The movement for 


“National Same Sex Kiss Day” was 
started on Facebook and as of Friday 
had more than 2,500 members. 

Nationally, groups turned out and 
protested at many Chick-fil-A loca¬ 
tions. Locally, it was business as 
usual. 

John Chowning, CU’s vice presi¬ 
dent for church and external rela¬ 
tions and executive assistant to the 
president, said, “We are not aware of 
any problems whatsoever and we 
certainly appreciate everyone’s sup¬ 
port.” 

Chowning was not present on 
Wednesday as long lines formed in 
support of the restaurant, but said as 
he preached at a revival in Spring- 
field that evening, he had several 
comments about the university’s res¬ 
taurant. 

“I had several people from there 
who told me they had driven over 
and waited in line to come in and 
show their support of Campbellsville 
University and Chick-fil-A,” he said. 
“We’re very pleased to have Chick- 
fil-A as a corporate partner and have 
the restaurant facility on our cam¬ 
pus.” 


Post: Office will not close

ty at the “The Book” Store 
and Citizen’s Bank and 
Trust Co. on Main Street. 

Other options were to 
provide mail service by 
rural carriers and offer¬ 
ing services from nearby 
post offices. 

The Postal Service 
announced in July 2011 
that the Mannsville Post 
Office was one of 3,700 
being studied for possible 
closure. More than 130 of 
the locations were in Ken¬ 
tucky. 

USPS announced that 
the closures are being 
considered because more 
customers are conducting 
postal business online, on 
smart phones and at other 
retail stores, which means 
the need for post office 
locations is declining. 

Last October, about 140 
people gathered at Manns¬ 
ville United Methodist 
Church to discuss the 
impact of the U.S. Postal 
Service closing the 
Mannsville Post Office. 

More than 1,000 people 
live in Mannsville and 
there are 30 businesses in 
the area. The Mannsville 
Post Office made the list 
of post offices that could 
close because of the 
amount of revenue it gen¬ 
erates. Those making 
$27,500 or more were not 
considered for closure. 
Mannsville earned 
$25,165. 

A petition protesting the 
closure was circulated in 
Mannsville. The petition, 
with about 400 signatures, 
and 350 letters in support 
of the post office, were 
mailed to local legisla¬ 
tors. 

Former Mannsville 
Postmaster Jesse Mings 
Jr. said last week that 
word that their post office 
will remain open has 
reached many Mannsville 
residents. He said they 
were all happy to hear the 
news. 

“They need an office out 
there,” he said. 

David Walton of the 
USPS Corporate Commu¬ 
nications office said a 
decision as to the new 
hours at the Mannsville 
Post Office hasn’t been 
made yet. He said there 


will be meetings in Sep¬ 
tember to decide. 

Locations that were con¬ 
sidered for closure and 
now being kept open will 
operate on two-, four- or 
six-hour days, he said. 

Campbellsville Post¬ 
master Tony Kush said 
the post office must now 
wait for more informa¬ 
tion. 

“We’re just waiting to 
see what happens.” 

Postmaster Retires 

Mings, who had been 
postmaster at Mannsville 
Post Office for just shy of 
nine years, retired last 
week. He said the deci¬ 
sion was tough. 

“I hate to leave my peo¬ 
ple,” he said. 

Mings said many cus¬ 
tomers came to the post 
office recently to bring 
him cards and gifts and 
wish him well. He said 
the day was hosted in his 
honor but he called the 
event “Customer Appre¬ 
ciation Day.” 

A retirement reception 
for Mings was two week¬ 
ends ago. 

“It’s hard to leave when 
you’re as close as I am,” 
he said. 

Mings, originally from 
Mannsville, said it was 
his dream to come back 
home and work in Manns¬ 
ville. He said he was glad 
that came true. 

Mings said he has been 
having trouble with his 
hands lately and thought 
he would retire while 
could still do his job well. 

He said he might spend 
his retirement traveling, 
spending time with his 
wife and grandchildren 
and doing some projects 
around his home. 

In all, Mings worked in 
the postal business for 38 
years. 

Kush said there won’t be 
a new postmaster hired in 
Mannsville. Since the 
location will operate on a 
reduced hour schedule, 
he said, a part-time 
employee will man the 
business. The office is 
currently open from 7:30 
a.m. to 4 p.m. on Monday 
through Saturday.
